Raoul Wallenberg. ~ 



The U. S. Government has been interested in the 
Wallenberg case since it first came to light at the end of 
World War II. Our most recent initiative came in Vienna in 
June, 1979, when the U. S. raised the matter during the 
summit meeting. The state Department raised this matter with 
the Soviet Embassy twice more, in July and October, 1979,. 
seeking clarification of Wallenberg’s fate'. We pressed the 
Soviets again in December for a full and adequate response. 
They finally responded on February 29 of this year, when they 
formally reaffirmed in writing their claim that Wallenberg 
died in the USSR during July 1947. The Soviets also said 
that they had informed the Swedish Government directly of 
their latest findings and suggested that they would have no 
further information on this matter in the future* 

Given the current depressed state of our relations with 
the Soviet Union and the tone of the February 29 reply, I do 
not believe that the Soviets would be responsive to further 
inquiries now about Raoul Wallenberg. * 

Incidentally, you ray be interested to know that 
extensive interviews were conducted with the five prominent 
Soviet dissidents exchanged for two Soviet spies in April, 
1979, on the possibility that they had evidence that 
Wallenberg was still alive in Soviet prison camps. Rene of 
the five ex-prisoners could confirm or lend credence tc the 
rumors that he is still alive.
